THE FARROWING SOW. 
Warm Pen Necessary to Handle the 
Early Litters. 

If the sow hus been properly fed 
and handled during pregnancy very 
little attention will be required at far- 
wwing unless the weather should be 
severe, Each sow should be placed 
in a pen by herself three or four days 
before due. For the early litter a 
warm peu is necessary. It should be 
dry and supplied with a small amount 
of straw or chaff. Too much bedding 
is dangerous, as the pigs are much 
more apt to be lain on by the sow. A 
guard rail should be 
inches from the floor and six or eight 
inches out from the wall as a further 
means of sufety to the pigs, 

The attendant cun easily tell when a 
sow is about to farrow by the milk 
appearing in her teats a few hours in 
advance. In cold wenther it may be 
necessary to dry and warm the pigs 
by artificial heat. A barrel or box 
with some bot bricks or stones 
wrapped in blankets Is excellent for 
this purpose. The pigs may be placed 
in the warm box or barrel and when 
thoroughly dry and warm put back 
with the sow to suckle. Sometimes it. 
happens that a sow will be too cross 
aud nervous to submit to having the 
pigs removed in this way. The man 
who has made friends with bis sows 
previously will commonly have little 
dificulty in working about them at 
this time. 

Possibly some may not be aware of 
the fact that a newly farrowed pig will 
very se!dom squeal if picked up by the 
tail or ear. M pigs are lost an- 
nually through carelessness at farrow- 
ing time, probal:ly more thap by over: 
atiention at this t aithough too 
much svlicitude may result in harm. 
The sow should be kept as quiet as 
possible the first twenty-four bours,.re- 
ceiving nothing but water, which 
should be warmed, especially if the 
weather is at ail cold, The feeding 
for three or four days should be light. 
a warm bran slop being given at first. 
gradually working up to a full feed 
at the end of a week or ten days.— 
Kansas Farmer,

NEW ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY 


Concessions by Japan to British Com- 
mercial and Industrial Interests 
| Are Considerable. 


London.—The text of the Anglo-Jap. 
anese treaty is published here. Con-

Japan has granted a_ reduction 

varying from 12 to 30 per cent. upon 
a large number of British imports. 
’ Nevertheless, the duties are still 
much higher than in the old tariff. 
Great Britain has broken down the 
obstacle to the lease of Japanese land 
by Britons, the treaty providing that 
the subjects of each power are free 
to lease land in either country. 

The treaty is to be operative for 
twelve years. from July 17 next, but 
provisien is made that either power 
nay abrogate the lease provision of 
the treaty upon notice.

Alberta Buffalo Increasing Rapidly 

Edmonton.—Edw. Ellis, superin- 
tendent of Wainwright buffalo park, 
in his annual report to the Dominion 
parks commission gives the census of 
animals living in the park at the 
present time as 800 buffalos, 7 elk, 35 
deer and 3 antelopes, a’ total of 865. 
| During the year 110 buffelos were add- 
ed to the herd by natural increase. 
The loss during the same period was 
but seven. In the year there were 
1,800 visitors to the park.. There are 
now at Elk Park. Lamont; 48 head of 
| buffalo, and at Banff 24, which makes 
the total number of bison in cap- 
tivity in Alberta 881.

It was not 
a contract, but a treaty, and under 
any arrangement of this nature the 
freedom of Canadians to shape their 
own destinies might be curtailed by 
his majesty’s government, and_ it 
raises the question as to the rights of 
other states ‘under the most favored 
nations clauses. 

It is well known that the Americans 
have always declined to accept the 
British interpretation of these clauses. 
Fifty years hence the market of Can- 
ada will be one of the largest in the 
world, and that of Australia will also 
be overhaulable. The question was 
whether these great and growing 
Anglo-Saxon populations were to sup- 
ply our own children or the children 
of other peoples. The policy of im- 
perial preference was the only one to 
supply a satisfactory answer.

Certain political complications 
made Canada blind to certain obvious 
dangers, It should be the aim of the 
British policy to encourage mutual in- 
tercourse between Canada and Aus- 
tralia.

Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We have the choice this week of a 
lesson on Joash, the boy king, or a 
resurrection lesson, and as next week 
we shall have another lesson on Joash 
we choose the Easter lesson for this 
week.

A LOST DIPLOMAT. 


Recently Found Skeleton May Be That 
of Young Benj. Bathurst. 


One November evening a British 
envoy, returning home from Vienna, 
took his way through a Prussian for- 
est. He was never seen again. That 
was 100 years ago. The other day 
in that forest a skeleton was found 
which is supposed to be that of the 
missing man, He was Mr. Benjamin 
Bathurst, a son of Dr. Brthurst, Bish- 
op of Norwich, 1805.87, and he was 
in 1809 envoy to the Court of Vienna, 
and had been following the campaign 
between the Austrians and French. 
He seems to have been incomprehen- 
sibly afraid of falling imto the hands 
of the French, and as soon as the 
treaty between Napoleon and Austria 
was signed he fled from Vienna, mak- 
ing for Hamburg, whence he intended 
to reach London. In November, 1809 
he had arrived at Berlin, spent sev- 
eral days there, and continued his 
journey, in the slow fashion of the 
times, by coach. With him traveled 
his. secretary and a confidential ser- 
vant. On the 25th inst. he arrived 


at Kletsche, the last posting station | 


Perleberg, which is to-day a 
railway station between Magdeberg 
and Berlin. Here, when asked for 
his passport and papers, he declared 
he was a Berlin merchant named 
Koch. While awaiting a relay of 
horses, he put a number of questions 
to the postmaster concerning the safe- 
ty of the roads, and if he should be 
likely to meet any French patrols. 
He seemed altogether to bein a very 
Those in the post- 
ing house saw Bathurst pull a pair of 
pistols out of his pocket and: watched 
him adjust and readjust the trigger 
continually. He was warned twice 
that the horses were ready, but he 
seemed lost in terrified conjectures, 
and took no‘notice. Finally, on be- 
ing reminded that the hire of the 
horses began from the moment they 
were harnessed, he made a start. 

At half-past five he arrived at Per- 
leberg, and here he left his carriage 
and insisted on being conducted to 
the house of the governor of the dis- 
trict, from whom he again inquired! 
with much anxiety about the security 
of the roads, begging to be told the

rible fear of French patrols and cus- 
toms officers, who had' twice already 
tried to poison him, The governor 
recognized that Bathurst was suff:r- 
ing from dementia, and did his best 
to reassure him. The British envoy 
left and started for the posting house. 
Two girbs living next door to the post- 
ing house watched him pass their 
window, but nothing more was ever 
seen of Mr. Bathurst. The next day 
the diplomatist’s cloak was found hid- 
den under i i 
ing house, Bn. er

women gathering dead leaves in the 
forest of Quitznow, close to Perleberg. 
The prevailing idea was that Bathurst 
had leh assassinated by French sol- 
diers, who were after his despatches. 
His wife appealed to the Emperor 
Napoleon to give her every facility to 
seek her husband, and this was done, 
all the resources cof the country being 
at her disposal. The hat of the lost 
diplomatist was found on the edge of 
the River Stepnitz, and this was con- 
sequently dragged for his body, but 
in vain. Recently some wood cutters 
in the forest of Quitznow discovered 
a skeleton in a good state Of preser- 
vation, not far from the spot. where 
Bathurst’s riding breeches were found. 
The bones are thought to be those of 
the envoy, whose disappearance has 
always been a mystery.

Some of the men broke and ran into 
the house, and after fifteen minutes’ 
convincing talk Inez had converted 
them to the cause. It was a great vic- 
tory from the suffragist viewpoint. 
| Several arrests, two in London and 
one during the shirtmakers’ strike in 
New York last winter, are added to 
Miss Milbolland’s victories, for the 
oftener a suffragette can suffer for the 
cause the greater the glory. 

She made four militant suffragette 
speeches in Hyde park, London, when 
only fifteen years old, She interviewed 
Premier Asquith last summer, when 
she persuaded him to he more openly 
friendly to the suffragettes. Her con- 
version of Mr. Bates took place a year 
-ago at a suffragette tea, and now it is 
said that the wedding bells will soon 
be heard.

WHERE COOK’S MEN DIED. 
Interesting Relics of Massacre Dis- 


covered Recently. 


The exact spot where 10 members 
of Capt. Cook’s expedition were mas- 


has been definitely determined, and 
some interesting relics of the ancient

Sound. 
It may, perhaps, be remembered 


that on Dec. 17, 1778, the captain of 
the Adventure sent two officers and 
eicht men across the sound to gather 
wild geese for the ship’s company. 
They failed to return, and searchers 
who were sent out finally discovered 
evidence of a tragedy in a number :f 
baskets containing human flesh and 
fern root, also a hand of a white man. 
irass ‘Cove was previously conjec- 
tured to be the scene of the ancient 


tfagedy, but Mr. McNab, however, 
has settled the question once and for 
all by discovering the exact spot 


where the Englishmen were murder- 
ed, 
After Mr. McNab and the party of 


| friends with him had decided that the 


massacre took place in a certain bend 
in Grass Cove—a conclusion to which 
they came by comparing the locality 
with the description given in. Cook’s 
popers—they went ashore and spoke 
to a settler, Mr. Greensill, who was 
living on the spot, regarding any evi- 
dence of the massacre that he may 
have seen. Mr. Greensill said he had 
dug up in his garden an old flint- 
lock, A barrel, a bayonet, and some 
other kind of a weapon he was un- 
able to identify. f 

This latter weapon Mr. McNab at 
once identified aa an officer’s hanger, 
which was doubtiess the one used by 
Midshipman Rowe, who was in 
charge o. the boat's czew. There was 
a description of the cword given in 
the accounts and they corresponded 
exactly with the weapon dug up. 

It was with that hanger that Mid- 
shipman Rowe killed two Maoris and 
wounded the chief before being over- 
powered and killed. This discovery 
places beyond a shadow of a doubt 
the exact locality of the massacre, 
which took place on the spot now oc. 
cupied as Mr. Greensill’s garden in 
Grass Cove. Mr. McNab discounten- 
ances the idea that the weapon may 
have been carried there trom_the fact 
that the locality exactly corresponds 
with the descrintion given by Capt.

Cottage Looms In Suffolk at Work on 


Royal Vy Ivet. 
In the ancient bows agh of Sudbury

Among the number are the Misses 
Foakes, members of a fafeily of 


weavers who in days past were maki 
of bunting for the royal navy. 

their cottage, which was once yisited 
by the Queen, are two hand looms on 
which are two lengths of b-autiful 
vilvet. one rich crimson in color and 
the other dark brown. 

The weavers are 
their looms, their feet working pedals 
resembling those of an organ. © There 
ar two sets of threads, the visible one 
forming the back of the material, and 
the other the pile, each of these being 
delicately threaded through vertical 
threads known as the harness. The 
weaver passes the shuttle backward 
and forward, and each warp and weft 
is pressed home by a swinging wood- 
en frame. A cutter which runs across 
the loom on a wire cuts the threads 
to make the pile. 

The process of manufacture is slow 
and tedious. The time is occupied 
not so much in the weaving as in the 
cleaning. At each foot or so made 
the weaver uses a curious knife like 
a spokeshave and shaves the surface 
of the velvet to clean it. There are 
now not more than thirty hand loom 
weavers ‘left in Sudbury, the Misses 
Foalkes being among the number. 
The rows of weavers’ cottages, now oc- 
cupied by other artisans and general 
workers, show the extent of the in- 
dustsy fifty years ago.
